‘Hoover Urges Retention of 


Flexible Tariff Clause: 


| By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24. 
RESIDENT HOOVER, in a 
1p formal] statement today 
made a plea for the reten- 
tion in the pending tarif: bill of 
the flexible provisions which a 
majority of the Democrats hope 
to repeal with support from 
some dozen or more independ- 
ent Republicans of the Senate. 
The President in this, his 
first statement. on the tariff 
since the Hawley-Smoot bill 
was drafted by the House Ways 
and Means Committee, said he 
had no hesitation in saying 
that he regarded the flexible 
tariff “as of the utmost im- 
portance in justice to the pub- 
lic; as a protection for the 
sound progress in our economic 
system and for the future pro- 
tection of our farmers and our 

industries and consumers.” 
Mr. Hoover asserted that the 
flexible provision was one of 
the most progressive steps 
taken in tariff making in the 
history of the country. He 
held it was wrong that there 
should no remedy for iso- 
lated cases of injustice that 
night arise through the failure 
to protect certain industries. or 
to destroy the epportunity to 
revise duties which might prove 
hither than necessary to pro- 
tect some industries and, there- 


he 


fore. become onerous upon the 
public. 

Maintaining that the flexible 
provision as it is proposed to 
be amended places no despotic 
power in the hands of the chief 
executive, Mr. Hoover said the 
provision was supported by 
farm, labor, consumers and 
manufacturing organizations, 
and had never hitherto been 
made a political issue. 

Despite the cumbersomeness 
in the methods of determining 
cost of production as set down 
in the 1922 tariff act. the Pres- 
ident said the agricultura! in- 
dustry especially had received 
great benefits. -He cited pro- 
tection of the dairy industry as 
an instance. 

“That industry would be | 
sad plight today.” he said, “if 
it had not been for the in- 
creased duties given under the 
flexible tariff.” 

The President said it had 
been proved by half a century 
of experience that the tariff 
could not be reviewed by Con- 
gress more than once in seven 
or eight years. and that it would 
be only a destruction of the 
principle of the flexible tariff 
to provide that the Tariff Com- 
mission recommen dations 
should be made to Congress for 
action instead of to the execu- 
tive.

WIESBADEN, Germany, Sept. 
°4. — With drums beating and 
bugies blowing, but not with col- 
ors flying. the British army of oc- 
cupation began its march out of 
the Rhineland yesterday after oc- 
cupying it nearly eleven years. 

The evacuation, although much 
has been written about it, had 
been limited daily to about half a 
dozen men and a few women and 
children whose departure has 
looked like that of ordinary tour- 
ists. ie, 

Officials have entertained the 
pleasant fiction that the army of 
occupation was just going to fade 
away. its departure as unnoticed 
as it is unregretted. 

The Leicestershire regiment. with 
military pomp, hauled down the 
British .flag at Koenigsberg Spa, 
25 miles from here. today. and 
marched td the “station ‘where a 
special train was waiting to take 
them, their arms and baggage, 
back to England. 

Rain fell in torrents but the 
whole population lined the streets 
to watch the departure of the for- 
eign troops. Gilad the Germans 
undoubtedly were to see them go,

“How do you explain Shearer's 

continued employment.” asked Al- 
len. “after the Geneva conference, 
where his work excited such dis- 
gust among the shipbuilders and 
was so ineffective?” 
Ferguson said that Palen could 
explain. He reiterated that he 
didn't know about Shearer’s em- 
ployment at Geneva till after it 
was all over. 


“How do you explain that every 
major officer in the shipbuilding 
companies, as they have testified, 
was so uninterested in what was 
going on at Geneva?” asked Al-- 
len. 


Ferguson said they were very 
much interested, and he assumed 
they read the newspaper reports. 
Senator Robinson brought’ the 
examination back to the payments 
to Shearer for work after the Ge- 
neva conference. He quoted fig- 
ures on a check which seemed to 
him to indicate that Shearer was 
paid off ‘in $5 and $10 bills and 
the transaction had _ taken 
peculiar form. The witness 
was unable to explain. He said 
that checks were made out to Ol- 
sen and Palen because the pay- 
ments to Shearer were in cash. 
He could not tell Why that was 
done. He did not know of any 
company record showing payments 
to Shearer. }

For that matter, the relations be- 
tween the natives and the soldicrs 
have been almost frictionless and 
no ill feling existed.

Hotel terraces overlooking the 
station, as well as embankments, 
were black with people along the 
line of march of the departing 
troops—a ass of umbrellas in the 
pouring rain. 

The German police had been kept 
indoors. One lone policeman rcp- 
resented ,ocal authority. Standing 
at a corner of the principal square 
he solemniy ‘rought his hand to 
salute as tbh- British regiment 
marched pat. 

The chief police inspector of the 
area ordered himself off duty for 
the occasion. He remained at 
home. 

The silence at the station was 
impressive. Camera men and 
movie operators did their best to 
induce the people to.demonstrate, 
but the “Auf Wiedersehn” which 
some tiny children, oblivious of the 
significance of the event, shouted 
from windows, could not alter the 
fact that the Rhineland said a 
mute farewell. “They did not 
shout loud enough,” remarked one 
old German 

Two German Officials Present. 

Two German officials were on 
the platform at the railway sta- 
tion. When a group of Koenixgs- 
berg municipal! councillors arrived, 
there were quiet hand claps and 
whispered congratulations on the 
liberation of the territory. 

lf the Tommies left any Ger- 
nan sweethearts behind, the latter 
must have stayed home, for no 
leave-taking was done at the train. 
The few remaining  Britishers, 
however, cheered farewell as a 
German guard gave the signal and 
the train glided out. with soldiers 
at the windows singing “I'm Going 
Home,’ and cornets playing “Auld 
Lang Syne.” . 

Koenigsberg was tree. At Wies- 
baden the troop train was boarded 
by a detachment of artillery, and 
the band of the Welsh Fusilliers 
Played the regimental farewell.

Ferguson did not answer 
directly, but remarked that he 
wished he had gone to the Geneva 
conference himself, as at one time 
he had thought of doing. 

Palen’s Dealings With Shearcr. 

Palen, 1:ce president of the com- 
pany, followed Ferguson in the wit- 
ness chair 
He caid he was naturally interest- 
ed in the Geneva conference, as a 
citizen and a business man. He was 
especially interested in what the 
conference would do about the 
American cruiser building program. 
Like other witnesses, he had “a 
defiinte interest in the trend of the 
conference,” and he wanted to 
know about any proposal that 
would affect cruiser building. His 
company, he said, was incurring 
heavy expenses, probably $25,000 a 
day, on designs and materials for 
cruisers and any advice that this 
program might have to be altered 
would be of vital concern to his 
company. 
Any agreement that would fix a 
definite naval building policy by 
the United. States, he said, would 
be of great advantage to the ship- 
building i.dustry. 
He first meri Shearer, he said, in 
October, 1926. An agreement was 
made by which Shearer was 
paid $7500 by three companies. 
It was not in writing. This 
was done in’the office of Henry C. 
Hunter in New York. 
His first conversation with 
Shearer had to do with a speaking 
tour that Shearer was planning to 
make, in the interest of building up 
the merchant marine. 
The arrangement with Shearer 
conte. iplated speaking by him and 
genera publicity work, Shearer 
had also planned to take newspaper 
advertising space, and he wanted 
Palen’s company to help foot the 
bill. , 
First Hired for $7500. 


The witness suggested that he see 
Clinton I. Bardo of the New York 
Shipbuilding Co., and S. W. Wake- 
man of the Bethlehem Shipbuilding 
Co. The upshot was that the three 
companies invited in H, C. Hunter 
and asked him to act as a disburs- 
ing officer of the $7500 they had 
agreed to pa: Shearer. 

Shearer had already ‘agreed on 
the amount in a conference with 
Palen and Wakeman. 

Palen said that he had been 
greatly impressed by. Shearer's 
“force and ability” ‘and thought he 
would be a good man to promote 
the merchant marine cause. 

Palen said the engagement of 
Shearer on the mehchant marine 
publicity was to run about five 
months. No _ inquiries, he said, 
were set under way to find out his 
antecedents. Shearer professed to 
have a close acquaintance with the 
uniformed navy. 


[In 1927, Shearer suggested that 
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nickels and dimes.” He wondered | 


he be employed to attend the Ge- 
neva conference, the witness said. 
Palen was favorable to the idea. 
Indeed, he told the committee, he 
had more to do with the employ- 
ment of Shearer on that mission 
i anybody else. 


To Geneva for $25,000. 


i 

A conference was held March 
17, 1927, in which the representa- 
tives of the other companies in- 
volved were present and Shearer 
was employed for a fee of $25,000. 
The meeting was in Hunter's of- 
fice. The shipbuilders conferred 
together and then met with Shear- 
er. 

Shearer was to go to Geneva and 
“keep us advised on the trend of 
the conference.” 

The $25,000 was to cover all his 
expenses. 

“Nothing more definite than 
that?” asked Shortridge. “No 
nothing more definite,” was the 
reply. 

Palen said he understood that 
Shearer was to “report on the pro- 
posals before the conference and 
action taken on them.” He 
thought Shearer could get informa- 
tion that would not appear in the 
press. 

Paien said that as it happened, 
nothing came out of the confer- 
ence that affected the cruiser pro- 
gram, so that there was no neces- 
sity for reports by Shearer at all. 
He said he had never read Shear- 
er’s 12 reports. They were kept 
around his office for a while, but 
he never had the time to bother 
with them. 

“Indivisable to Talk Too Much.” 

Resuming his testimony at the 
afternoon session of the commit- 
tee, Palen was asked to tell more 
about the agreement under which 
Shearer was sent to the Geneva 
conference, He said that in deal- 
ing with Shearer, he acted for the 
corporation. He did not tell the 
board of directors anything about 
the arrangement. 

“T considered it advisable not to 
talk about it too much,” = said 
Palen. 

Nor did he tell the president of 
the company. He handled the mat- 
ter he said, in the ordinary course 
of business and he had full au- 
thority to act. One reason why he 
did not discuss the agreement was 
that it involved not only his own 
company, but two others. 

Shortridge showed him a check 
for $2500, which he identified as 
the amount he paid to Shearer for 
his work in 1926. The check was 
drawn to H. C. Hunter and repre- 
sented one-third of the $7500 paid 
to Shearer by three companies for 
his “merchant marine promotion” 
activities. The money for Shear- 
er’s Geneva service, he said was 
also paid by checks drawn to 
Hunter. 

Shearer, he said, returned from 
Geneva in October, 1927, and he 


|saw him-soon thereafter. Shearer 


then discussed the proposals made 
at the conference. His relations 
with Shearer were friendly. Noth- 
ing had happened to make him 
“disgusted” with Shearer. No, 
Shearer had not claimed that he 
had broken up the conference. 
Only Regret Was. for 
Money. 

Palen said his only regret in the 
matter was that he had spent 
money unnecessarily. He did not 
feel then that the action in send- 
ing Shearer to Geneva had been 
unwise, 

Palen said that Shearer had im- 
pressed him as a man familiar 
with naval affairs in a broad way. 

“The Cloak of Bénedict § Ar- 
nold"” came up again. This was 
a book by Shearer. Hunter 
thought it undesirable to have the 
book spread about, and suggested 
that it be bought from Shearer 
and suppressed. The three com- 
panies said the witness, accepted 
advice and bought the book for 
$250. Palen added that the 
agreement was not carried out: 
the book was not suppressed. 
Says Shearer Has Not Repaid Loan 

But notwithstanding ie break- 
ing of this agreement by Shearer. 
the company later entered into an- 
other vnderstanding with Shearer, 
and in June, 1928, Palen lent him 
$500 on Shearer’s representation 
that he was “down and out.” 

At that time, the witness said. 
he still had faith in Shearer, 
though not so much faith as he 
once had. 

The $500 was paid to Shearer in 
cash. The witness admitted that 
he didn’t want Shearer's name to 
ap.car on any paper. He said 
that Shearer had never offered to 
pay off the loan. 

Five days later Palen lent him 
another $500. It was‘like the 
other, a “personal loan.” 

“He was still in personal dis- 
tress,"" said Palen, “and was still 
working ‘for the merchant ma- 
rine.” 

The money was again given in 
cash. 

“You never expected to get that

money back,” asserted Shortridge. 
“Yes I did and I still do,” retorted 
the witness. 

Less than a month later, Snear- 
er appealed for money again, and 
the result was a $1000 loan. Shear- 
er against gave a demand note, and 
the note this time was made pay- 
able to Homer L. ~erguson, the 
president of the company. 

The witness, the committee and 
Shear@ all laughed heartily at the 
testimony about the successive 
loans,

‘‘He didn’t suggest to you that 
he had information that it would 
be distasteful to you to have dis- 
closed ?’’ asked Shortridge. “He 
did not,’ was the reply. 

In December, 1928, the witness 
said, Shearer received from the 
company $1000 a part of the $6000 
that he got altogether during this 
phase of his employment. 

“Practically a Gift.” 

“You call it aé gift?” asked 
Shortridge. “It was practically 
so.”” said the witness. 

He feit, the witness said, that 
Shearer’ was probably entitled to 
sOme more money On account of his 
merchant marine work. Shearer 
wanted $12,000 but Palen cut him 
to $6000. Shearer at that time, he 


said, was thinking of entering the | 


paint and oil business. The pay- 
ment of $1000 like previous. pay- 
ments was in cash.

“Uncle Sam” became an owner and 
trainer with more than the or- 
dinary amount of success. Before 
going with the Rancocas Stable he 
trained for the late August 
Belmont. 

It was during the last decade 
that his greatest success came. 
With the money of Harry F. Sin- 
clair he built up a stable that cap- 
tured some of the greatest events of 
the American turf, year after year. 
But last season an epidemic among 
the Rancocas Stable’s horses forced 
Hildreth down the list of leading 
money winners among trainers. 

Zev probably was the best horse 
ever developed by Hildreth. This 
star of six years ago won $313,689 
to become the leading money win- 
ning horse of the American turf. 
He also trained Mad Hatter, Pris- 
cillian, Stromboli, Bud Lerner, 
King James, Sublet, Nedana, Grey 
Lag, Uncle, Silver Fox, Kai Sang, 
Mad Play, Nassak, Ariel, Hourless 
and the famous McChesney, owned 
by E. E. Smathers, and the good 
mare Willful. This year the stars 
of the stable are a pair of ju- 
veniles—Grattan and Mokatam. 

Horses Always His Pets. 

A year ago Hildreth’s friends 
said he would never saddle an- 
other horse, but he returned at the 
start of the current season appar- 
ently as well as ever and started 
off with great success at the open- 
ing of the Metropolitan season. 

The Rancocas Stable was dear 
to this veteran’s heart. There was 
plenty of sentiment in his make- 
up, but no evidence of it was to 
be discerned from outward signs. 
Intimates knew, however, when he 
was angry; he invariably loosened 
his collar by inserting his index 
finger between the starched linen 
and his neck. 

Some say that Hildreth boasted 
of having American Indian blood 
in his veins. 

Hildreth was one of the few 
trainers of the old scnool who did 
not, train the flesh off their 
charges. The thoroughbreds of the 
Rancocas Stable look high in flesh 
when they first go to the post and 
the more they race the better they 
appear. It was @ rare occasion 
when a- horse under “Uncle Sam’s” 
tutelage broke down. Nor did he 
try to get the “last race” out of a 
thoroughbred. 

Horses meant more to Hildreth 
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than a means of accumulating 
money. They were his pets. |

PACT REGULATING 
TRAFFIC IN ARMS 


Lord Cecil Tells League 
This Action Probably 
Will Depend on Other 
Nations’ Acceptance. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Sept. °4.—The British 
Government is ready to ratify the 
international convention for the 
regulation of traffic in arms, Lord 
Robert Cecil announced today to 
the Assembly of the League of Na- 
tions. 

Ratification, he added, probably 
would be accompanied by a condi- 
tion that Great Britain’s adherence 
to the agreement would become ef- 
fective only when other arms-man- 
ufacturing countries subscribed to 
the same treaty. 

Pressing of the Labor Govern- 
ment’s program for expediting the 
convening of a general 
ment conference, Lord Cecil again 
emphasized his conviction that lim- 
itation of land matcrials for war 
was the issue of the problem. 
“Unless you limit land materials, 
you accomplish nothing for’ the 
cause of disarmament,” he said. 
The Assembly’s session centered 
on measures for the abolition of 
war and the British delegation took 
occasion to commend the _ three 
measures to this end presented by 
the Disarmament Committee. One 
concerned the progress of the Pre- 
paratory Disarmament Commis- 
sion’s work toward a general con- 
ference, the second embodied pro- 
posals for giving financial afd to 
nations, victims oi aggression, and 
the third related to securing the 
adoption of a model treaty to pre- 
vent war.

HEN | got my first peek at 
W connie Mack, the “Spinx,” tn 
1905, my vocabulary did not 
contain the word psychology. I 
couldn’t have spelled the word, 
much less define it. 

Yet, I then recognized that in 
the manager of the Athletics there 
was some quality—a combination 
of tact and discipline—that was 
uncommon. No other baseball boss 
was like him. I couldn’t§ quite 
make it out. 

Remember, I was an 18-year-old 
boy in a strange land. I had not 
been far away from my own native 
heath in Georgia before I went up 
North, as we said, to join the De- 
troit Tigers in 1905.

A mas- 
ter mind of the diamond is _pre- 
sumed to be a manager who signs 
his players what to do al! through 
the game. But a diamond director 
who did that would be everplaying 
his hand. He would be destroying 
the essential initiative that must be 
in the mind of a successful player. 

Connie Mack encourages initia- 
tive. That's where his psychology 
comes in again. I have seen him 
surprise a player in the midst of a 
battle by “putting him on his own.” 
‘hat is, refraining from telling him 
what to do. 

Mack was testing that player. He 
wanted the athlete to study the 
situation and decide for himeelf 
whether. for example, he shonld 
try the hit-and-run, or bunt a sac- 
rifice. 

Later on, if the play went wrong. 
Connie would get the player aside 
and question him about it. If he 
gave sound reasons for doing what 
he did, the manager would give 
his approval! and say by way of 
sympathy and encouragement, 
“Better luck next time.”

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Wisconsin’s Power Fight 


Battle lines form for gigantic struggle over program which challenges private owner- 
ship of generating and distributing facilities; advocates hold theory that power 
is natural resource to be held in trust for people; difference between price of 
money to state and to private corporations, if amortized over 20-year period, 
would retire entire investment in public-owned utilities.

AST spring a conservative Wisconsin 

daily remarked: “If anyone doubts that 

the battie lines are now forming in Wis- 
consin for perhaps the most gigantic strug- 
gie in a decade, be has oniy to inform him- 
seif of the hearings held during the past 
week in the Assembiy Committee on Ju- 
diciary.'’ Those hearings concerned the new 
public power program which challenges the 
private ownership of Wisconsin's eiectric 
power. The program. which has attracted 
national attention, embraced three pro- 
posais: 

1. A constitutional amendment enabiing 
the State of Wisconsin to recapture its 
water power and engage in the generation 
and distribution ef electric power. 

2. A power district bili authorizing cities 
and intervening rural territories to establish 
district units for the production. and dis- 
tribution of electricity. , 

- Enabiing legislation designed to aid 
municipalities in the public operation of 
electric utilities. 

The co stitutional amendment on re- 
capture reads in part as follows: 


For ::.e purpose of promoting the wider 
use of electricity in the home and on 
the farm and for the purpose of promot- 
ing tbe inuustriai ltevelopment of the 
State by providing abundant electric pow- 
er. the State may acquire py gift. pur- 
chase and condemnation. and may own, 
convey, construct. deveiop, extend. im- 
prove, add to. conduct, manage, controi 
and operate water powers and electric 
utlities; and may generate, distribute. 
buy and seii heat, light. water. or power 
directly or indirectiy. To carry out the 
purposes of this section the State shal! 
have ai] the powers incident and neces- 
sary thereto. including the power to bor- 
row gmoney. 


in the 1927 Legisiature this proposa! was 
introduced; it passed the Assembiy 70 to 13. 
and was kiljlied in the Senate 2” to 10. In 
the 192% session this constitutional] amend- 
ment was again introduced. [t passed the 
Assembiy 71 to 19. On July 31 it was killed 
in the Senate by the vote of 17 to 16—ae 
single vote! The amendment wiil be intro- 
duced in the 1931 session aad I beiieve 
that it wil] pass. 

What is the basis of this proposed consti- 
tutiona! provision’ The politica! philosophy 
behind it is that water power is a natura! 
resource to be held in trust by the State 
for the benefit of all the peopie rather than 
to be alienated to private interests. 

There is. moreover. » substantia! business 
argument for State ownership and operation 
of its water power. Guy Tripp. chairman 
of the Board of Directors of the Westing- 
house Company. is authority for the state- 
ment that 80 per cent of the cost of pro- 
ducing electricity from water power con- 
sists of fixed charges. which are principaily 
dividends on stock and interest on bonds. 
That fact is not true of any other produc- 
tive Dusiness. In the ordinary manufactur- 
ing Dusiness the elements which go to make 
up the cost are mainly iabor and material. 
In the mining business it is practically al) 
labor and transportation. Ge into any ordi- 
nary granufacturing plant and you will find 
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swarms of workingmen and piles of ma- 
terial Go into a power plant and you will 
find nothing sitting there but an invest- 
ment. There is no labor cost. There is no 
material cost. Practicaily the whole cost 
lies in the fixed charges on the investment. 

What is the point of this illustration? It 
is this: The State of Wisconsin can borrow 
money at 4 per cent to 5 per cent. The pri- 
vate utility in Wisconsin is entitled to earn 
a return on its investment of 7 per cent. 
perhaps © per .ent (and i-deed under de- 
cisions of the United States Supreme Court 
may be entitied to earn this on its repro- 
duction value). Now this difference between 
4 per cent or 5 per cent and 7 per cent or 
8 per cent—we will say an average of 3 
per cent difference—if amortized @ver a 
period of less than 20 years, will retire the 
entire investment! Two per cent amortized 
over 25 years or so will retire the original 
investment completely. When the original 
investment is retired the fixed capital 
charges which apparently are the principal 
itern in the cost of water power are aiso 
done away with. 

What was the objection advanced to the 
controi and operation by the State of Wis- 
consin of its water power’? “State Social- 
ism." We have §6 municipal electric plants 
tin Wisconsin. There are 2581 in the United 
States, in addition to 7000 municipally 
owned waterworks. The difference in theory 
between 2500 cities supplying electric pow- 
er and a State recapturing the natura! re- 
sources of its waterpower, is difficult to 
comprehend, What difference is there be- 
tween a waterworks and a water power 
Piant? The city of Madison owns its water- 
works but is uot socialistic. Why is it good 
Repubiicanism to turn on the faucet. but 
Socialism to push the viectric light butten? 

Ontario. where the pubiic hydro-electric 
project exists im all its giory. is conserva- 
tive politically. Secialism is decried. The 
Government project was started by Cana- 
dian manufacturers under the regime of a 
conservative Premier. Sir James Whitney. 
Sir Adam Beck. who was in charge of the 
Government undertaking from its inception 
until his death. was knighted by the King 
of Engiand for his magnificent work for 
the people of Ontario. The iocal pubiic serv- 
ice commissiong in the 252 municipaiities 
now joined tn the Ontario project are aij- 
most invariably composed of the outstand- 
ing manufacturers and business men of the 
community. 

Thus. it is predicted. there begins the 
greate:t batile of the next decade in Wis- 
consin. It is a battle to give the public oep- 
eration of electric utilities—which has been 
an avowed policy for a quarter of a century 
in this State and nation—a chance!

the republic in 1924. The story in- 
troduces Disraeli, Bismarck and 
Russia’s scheming to get control 
of Constantinople and the Balkans; 
the suicide of Aziz, unable to com- 
pete with the ideas of a new states- 
man, Midhat Pasha, and the acces- 
sion of Murad V, who went mad, 
followed then by Hamid II, who 
was deposed by the Young Turk 
movement in 1908; then Mehmed 
V and his brother, Mehmed VI. 

Dr. Patrick, born in New Hamp- 
shire in 1850, left a little town in 
Iowa on the banks of the Mississip- 
pi in 1871 to teach in the Orient. 
She went first to Erzerum, where 
she taugh. for four years. She 
then moved to Constantinople to 
become a factor in the development 
of an American school for girls 
that afterward became the Con- 
stantinople Woman's College, of 
which she was president from 1890 
to 12924, when she was retired as 
president emerita. 

Dr. Patrick was decorated for her 
educational work in the Near East 
by Sultan Mehmed V and by King 
Boris of Bulgaria. If her work 
had been performed in this coun- 
try instead of in Turkey, she would 
be known as one of America’s 
greatest educational pioneers.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—Even 
if the direct airmail service from 
New York to St. Louis and the 
southwest is authorized in the near 
fi‘ure, operation cannot possibly 
Start until after July 1, 1930, Rep- 
resentative John J. Cochran of 
St. Louis said yesterday after a 
conference with Assistant Postmas- 
ter General W. Irving Giover. 

Glover told Cochran that the de- 
lay in rendering a final decision 
on the application of St. Louis for 
a direct route was due to a change 
of personnel in the Commerce De- 
partment aeronautical] branch. Im- 
mediately after Major Clarence M. 
Young is installed as Assistant Sec- 
retary of Commerce in charge of 
aviation, the interdepartmental 
committee will decide regarding 
the St. Louis route. 

“Installation of a lighting sys- 
tem along the prdposed  rovte 
would prevent inauguration of di- 
rect service with New York before 
July 1 even though the service 
were authorized,” said Cochran, 
“The Postoffice Department says 
it would be almost impossible to 
install the lights before that time. 
Only a small part of the route is 
now served by lights. 

“Mr. Glover showelli where the 
Department of Commerce has been 
over a year installing lights in the 
State of Washington along one 
route and the work cannot be com- 
pleted until March if then. 

“Thus it will be seen that if the 
Department should not act favor- 
ably on the St. Louis-New York 
route now it sould probably be at 
least two years before direct serv- 
ice could be expected.”

FIFTEENTH CENTURY TAPESTRY 
GIVEN TO BOSTON MUSEUM 


BOSTON, Sept. 24.—A fifteenth 
century Gothic tapestry has been 
acquired by the Boston Museum of 
Fine Arts as a gift from Robert 
Treat Paine II. 

Paine purchased the tapestry this 
summer from Knole F’ouse in Kent, 
considered the most nearly perfect 
surviving example of domestic 
architecture of Tudor England. 

For more than 400 years the tap- 
estry hung in the chapel of this 
barénial residence, having been 
presented to Knole early in the six- 
<penth century by Archbishop 
Wareham, then its owner. 

The tapestry. 29 feet long and 

43 feet high. was woven about 
1499, possibly for a cathedrai. In 
it are represented six scenes de- 
picting the trials and suffering of 
Christ at the hands of Pilate, 
Herod and the populace. 

While the artist is unidentified, 
a clew exists in the similarity of 
the design of this tapestry and the 
Passion tapestry of St. Maurice. 
Angers, which is attributed to Jean 
Van Roome and the Brussels weav- 
er, Pieter Van Aelst.

While not predicting that the 
prospective tax cut to be proposed 
in December would be $3800,000,- 
000, officials said it would be large. 
as present indications are that the 
Government will end the fiscal 
year June 30 with a surplus of 
more than $200,000,000 ag com- 
pared with $184,000,000 last year. 

Income Tax Payments. 

The income payments, which 
changed a predicted Government 
deficit into a surplus last year, are 
counted on to continue high when 
the returns for this calendar year 


are received next March. Last 
March, the income tax receipts 
amounted to $601,363,804. The 


June payments totaled $555,626,508 
and the September payments up 
tc Sept. 20 have aggregated $491,- 
256,627, with 10 days to be re- 
ported. 

Treasury officials ‘in proposing 

tax reductions formerly figured 
that the Government must have a 
margin of at least $100,000,000 be- 
tween income and expenditures. 
This opinion has been changed in 
recent years, however, and offi- 
cials have expressed the belief that 
a smaller margin is safe. 
A reduction in the tax on earned 
incomes is regarded as likely to be 
one of the principal proposals of 
the program. The Treasury has 
not yet committed itself upon that 
phase, but Secretary Mellon in the 
past has said he was in sympathy 
with lowered rates on earned in- 
comes. 

Tax reductions since 1921 have 
already cut approximately $1,826,- 
000,000 off the tax bill of the na- 
tion. These reductions were made 
in the revenue acts of 1921, $663,- 
0000,000; 1924, $519.000,000; 1926. 
$422,000,000; 1928, $222,000,000.

' MERICANS who visited Paris 


the World War will remember 
Eve Lavalliere of the Varieties, 
who numbered among her admir- 
ers Kings and Princes, artists, 
writers and statesmen. In 1914 
she was at the height of her ca- 
reer. The celebrated playwrights 
wrote comedies for her, her salon 
was the rendezvous of France’s lit- 
erary and theatrical beau monde, 
she was the glass of fashion and 
the mold of fascinating feminine 
form. Nobody knew exactly how 
old she was, but she must have 
been well over 60 when in the 


spring of 1914 a young newspaper 


man killed himself at the door of 
her dressing room, victim of a 
hopeless infatuation for the “divine 
Eve,” that latter-day Ninon -de 
l'Enclos who at §1 looked like a 
20-year-old girl. 

Whatever the popular ‘actress’ 
real age, it is at least certain that 
Eve Lavalliere was a juvenile when

Her 
father, a poor working man, killed 
her mother in a quarrel and thea 
committed suicide.

Serge Basset.’ critic for Figaro, 
wrote that the success of the play 
was due to Mile. Lavalliere. 


The former chorus girl became 
overnight a star among stars. Her 
way of wearing her hair becaine a4 
fashion, anticipating the present 
“boyish bob.” As the personator of 
the Paris “zgamin,” the young boy 
of the streets, she became the idol 
of the Parisian public. Everything 
an ambitious young woman could 
desire lay at her feet—wealth, 
fame, the adoration of the world's 
most brilliant capital. She counted 
among her admirers such royal 
personages as the late King Ed- 
ward of England and ex-King 
Manue! of Portugal. 


A few years later she married 
M. Samuel, the manager of. the 
Theatre des Varietes. They lived 
during the. winter in a_ luxurious 
mansion in Paris and spent the 
summer in a castle in Provence! 
filled with costly antique furniture. 
Every season she appeared in a 
new play and each creation meant 
a new triumph for her.

Why should the “Divine Eve” 
live in a cloister, sundered from 
all that was dear to her, risking 
her health, even her tife. under 
the scorching African sun? Even 
if she desired to spend the remain- 
der of her life in retirement, why 
should she sever ali connection 
with the worldly life in which she 
had reigned as a queen for so many 
years? A4Vhy? There must be some 


valid reason, Paris thought, some 
secret motive which would ac- 
count for this revulsion in the life 
of Eve Lavalliere. 

Whereupon speculations as to 
the secret motive began. She was 
forced into retirement, some hint- 
ed, by the military authorities, 
who suspected her of being a Ger- 
man spy. She had been intimate 
with a German diplomat. before 
the war. This charge was quickly 
disproved by the military officials 
themselves. Then a new rumor 
sprang up, about six young avia- 
tors having tormed a “Lavaliliere 
Squad,” and all six were supposed 
to have died, Again the fable was 
disproved by the authorities.

“A makeup man is born, not 
made. At a glance, he must be 
able to look at a face and tell what 
kind of moustache or beard would 
suit it naturally. He must know the 
different hair-dresses, beards and 
facial characteristics of the vari- 
ous periods of history and of the 
races and nationalities. 

“Not only is it his business to 
create characters of different 
moods and experssions, but he 
must be able to make faces beau- 
tiful by erasing that which is not 
conducive to comeliness. Any de- 
fect that the camera may pick up 
must be removed. A chin becomes 
double with a little shading. and 
noses are changed by it. Perfect 
faces may be changed with putty 
or wax or immobile muscles. 

“Men take but one-third the time 
to make up-tha* women do, for 
women are more painstaking than 
men with’ their lips and eyes.
